“They want 
to be where people are, where 
there's organized entertainment 
for them. We have a couple of

“It seems kind of futile to have 
a park like this,” he went on 
“Why, there are thousands -f 
people who come up here and 
never leave the limits of the 
town.

Most of these ‘extras’ Joe dreamed up himself, They’re 
out and out props for what is golfdom’s greatest travel- 
ling show on earth.

Say what you will, Joe certainly can handle those 
clubs except, it’s fairly obvious, when the shotmaking is 
for keeps. 

* * * * 

He can call—and hit—every shot: hook, fade 
(ugh), runs, explosions, belt the ball high to the green, 
low into the wind. Anyway you want, Bub. 

But that 10 foot putt—with. a few hundred—or 
thousand—in square money riding on it has been Kirk- 
wood's downfall. 

* * * * 

Tension ... pressure . . . real Frankensteins for the 
athlete who can’t learn to beat them off—he knew them. 
* * * * 

Joe, Sr., you see, never learned the secret of relaxing 
in competition. Instead of being ready to unravel a little, 
even in the tough going, Joe Jr.’s daddy found himself 
wound up like a watch spring. 

So Kirkwood, Sr., preaches the gospel of relaxation, 
as he tours the counties these times in his slick 1950 Cadil- 
lac and reaches in for a $250 minimum everytime he takes 
the bag of clubs out of his heap. 

He’s told the cash customers—and even the free 
loaders—in Keokuk, Okmulgee, Vancouver, Horner's 
Corners, anywhere and everywhere, the same thing: 

* * * * 

“It’s tension that licks you in golf. You have to relax, 
be loose, all the time, Tighten up... and you're dead.”

Sure Joe Kirkwood, Sr., no longer a young man, knows 

all about tension, just as he knows thoroughly how to hook, 


slice and do everything with a golf ball but make it sit 
up and yell “Fore!” 


You won’t find his name in too many record 
books . . . at least not in those portions reserved for 


the feats of the Hagens of the past and the Hogans 
of today.
